ly thoſe Principles, ſhould be eithcr 

true or good, which ſtand in need of ſuch 
Arts to propagate and defend them, yet 
becauſe you have been ſo long accuſtom- 
cd to call theſe things Religion, and it is 
not eaſie to lay alide our rooted Prepol- 
ſeſſions, we will paſs to the Third En- 
quiry , viz. Whether the things them- 
ſelves be good in their own nature , and 
Parts of true Religion * Now we may 
try this by conſidering what are the ends 
of True Religion , and whether theſe 
Principles ſerve to advance thoſe ends ? 
True Religion therefore hath three Prin- 
Cipal Ends : 1. To advance the honour 
of God. 2. To aflift us in the Devout 
wor ſhipping of him. 3. To teach us to 
imitate him by a holy life and converſ{a- 
| t1ONs 
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tion. Let us here therefore examine, 
whether the peculiar Articles of the Ro- 
man Church do not hinder rather than 
promote theſe Ends : For if it appear 
theſe Principles are diſhonourable to 
God, impediments to Devotion , and 
hindrances to a holy lifez then thoſe Do- 
&rines are alſo Evil in their own nature, 
and they can be no real parts of a'good 
or True Religion : Nor muſt you retain

As for your Publick worſhip, it 1s at- 
tended with ſo many Ceremonies. as 
mult needs diſturb the Devotion as well 
of the Prieſts as the People, there is 
ſuch frequent bowing, croſſing, proſtration, 
frinkling with Holy water , beating tbe 
breaſt, ſmoaking with Incenſe, &c. that 
the mind is taken off from a ficady in- 
tention upon the inward and main part 
of the Duty, while it is entertained with 
ſuch variety of outward Rites, For our 
mind (faith ©uintilian). cannot ſincerely 
intend its whole ſelf upon many things at 
ence, whatever new obje it looks upon, 
it gives over the thoughts of that which 
it firſt propounded to it felf: And this is 
moſt evident where the Objeas. are. fo 
different as ſenſible and intellectual things 
are, For where the Senſes and their per- 
ceptions are vigarouſly employed, there the 
Intellefiual Perrers ceaſe to at (as a 
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great Philoſopher ob- 
ebay wy - ſerves (hb) ). So that it 
41. is your Paſſions and 

your Fancies that are 
wrought upon , not your Mind nor the 
higher faculties of your Soul , by theſe 
numerous Ceremonies ; and therefore 
that which you think Devotion, I doubt 
is but a fantaſtical and falſe fire, not 
kindled by the love of God, 'nor warm- 
ing your nobler Powers at all, and thoſe 
teady, rational and ſpiritual deftres, 
which flow from an undiſturbed con- 
templation of the Divine Goodneſi and 
are the very Jife of Prayer, I fear you 
are firangers to, being ſo often taken 
off and diverted by varicty of ſeyſible 
Repreſentations.

Church doth, and it may be demonſtra- 
t:d that more and greater gitts have been 
given in Exgland to pious uſes, by pri- 
vate perſons fince the Reformation, than 
in two Centuries before : And though we 
dare not ſay we ſhall merit Eternal life 
by them (becauſe that is the gift of God) 


'yet we believe none can come to Heaven 


withcut good works: In a word, the 
Church # England worſhips God as he 
hath preſcribed in Holy Scripture, She 
commands all that he enjoyns, and for- 
bids all that he prohibits, and therefore 
wanteth nothing that is neceſſary. to Sal- 
vation. 

V. You may look upon our Ceremo- 
nies which are few andeafie, Ancient and 
Significant, and though we do not place 
ſo much Religion in Externals as the 
Church of Rome doth, yet here is preſcri= 
bed all that is needful for decency and ot- 
der, viz, That the Clergy always wear 
Grave and diſtinct habits, and haverpecu-

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liar Garments in Divine Adminiſtrations, 
that Churches be adorned and neat, that 
the People be Reverent in Gods Houle, 
#hat the memory of our Saviours chict 
Aqs, and the Feſtivals of the Holy A- 
poſtles be religiouſly obſervedzThat Lent, 
with the Vigils of great Feaſts,the Ember 
weeks, and all the Fridays in the Year, 
be kept as days of Faſting or Abſiinence, 
and if fome Proteſtants do not abſerve 
them, yet others do, and are commend- 
cd for it, and you may follow the befi,not 
the moſt: you will have more liberty 
(by turning to the Engliſh Church) as to 
Circumſtantials, and greater helps as to 
the Eſſentials of Religion : So that it is 
upon all accounts your wiſcſt and fſafelt 
courſe to embrace this ſo true, fo Primi- 
tive, ſo Pious, 2nd ſorational a Religi- 
on. Let me therefore ſhut up. my Chari- 
table and Friendly Advice by Requeſting 
you to conlider all theſc things without 
Prejudice or paſtion,. and then. I hope. you 
will perceive how much the Religion of 
this Church excells that of Rome, in An- 
tiquity, Integrity, and Uſefulneſs, and 
no longer ſuffer your fclves to be fo fad- 


ly 
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ly impoſed on, and ſo mifcrably- made to 
{crve the ends of -Avarice and Ambition ; 
Andit you have taken: ſuch prudent and 
pious Reſolutions, you fhall not only be 
freed from the inconveniences yau come 
plainof here, but alſo havecbetter aſſurances 
of yourSalvation hereafter,than theRomar 
Church can give you 3 For there you have 
only the words of their Priefis for -it, 
whoſe intereſt and whoſe practice it hath 
been to deceive you 3 But here you ſtha#i 
haveall the aſſurances which the word of 
God can give you, provided you become 
reformed in your livesas well as in your 
Religion,and will leave off your old Vices, 
as well as your old Opinions 3 For unleſs 
we can perſwade you to become Profe- 
lytes of Righteouſneſs, we ſhall not much 
value the gaining you over to our Pro- 
fellion 3 becauſe we know it is neither the 
being Papiſi nor Proteftant will ſave thoſe 
that live in their ſins 3, But this Religion 
is the better chiefly in this, that it is moſt 
likely to bring you to untcigned Repen- 
tance, and the practice of real Holineſs.
